Sxmnt Ormansrno Arranatus.—We take 
the following puragroph from s London 
contemporary :—There is a hope for a more 
rational system of street cleansing being 
introduced ‘than is in vogae at present. 
This bope comes from a street-cleansing 
apparatus which we saw tried on Monday 
last on Holborn Viaduct, and which is be- 
ing introduced by Mr A. Lewis, of 46, 
Chancery Lane, Jondon: This apparatus 
consists of a sericea Of horizontal brushes 
fixedona pair of endless chains revolving 
around spindles, These brushes sweep the 
mud op a short incline into a receiver 
* whichis continued upwards to a height of 
B foot apa thin iron casing. “Inside this 
casing isa series of iron buckets fixed on 
endkas: chains and revolving around top 
and bottom shafts in a similar manner to 
the brushes, Thove. bucketa djp into the 
receiter. and lift the mud toa delivery 
shoot, dredger fashion, whence it is. de- 
Hivered into a mud cart to the tail of 
which it is connected in such a way as to 
be easily put on and taken off. The ap- 
paratos is mounted on an iron carriage 
on three wheels, and tha swaping and 
elevating mechanism is driven by gearing 
fromthe travelling wheels. At the trial on 
Montay mud was placed on the roadway, 
and the machine on its firat run did very 
well indeed. kt did not do. quite so wall 
on the sccond run, but it must bs remem- 
dered that the conditions were not those 
of a naturally ‘dirty road. ‘The mud bad 
been previously apraped up inte the usual 
tosdede deposit, carted away and re-distri- 
buted on: the Viaduct roadway, during 
which processer it must. have parted with 
some of ils moisture. Zt wag, in fact, very 
thicksindge. Against this we may mention 
that we have seen the apparatus at work on 
.avery dirty macadamised road ona dirty 
day, when it did its work with the greatest 
success. The appafatis promises well for 
Aoing away with unsightly heaps of mud by 
the wayside and the splashing-of the public

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN 
SHANGHAL 

A shocking tragedy, resulting in the 
death of one woinun and thy probable death 
of avother and a little girl, was perpetrat 
ed in Honan Rond yesterday evening, says 
the Shan. dui Mercury of 18th. It appesra 
that shortly befure 7 o'clock, « boy named 
Tsao Ah-bong, aved 19 years, in the em- 
ploy of-Mr T, Ruff, went to the house No. 
bsa—-Honan Road, which.is vceupied bya 
Cantonese woman named Ab-Chau, tie 
mistress of nseafariug man running oat of 
Shanghai, and demanded $50. He was 
evidently on intimate tema with the wo- 
man, as sho frequently supplied him with 
clothes and inoney ; but for Some reasen 
she refused to give him the $3" bo dewand- 
ed. He thou puinted a tix-chambered r- 
volver at her which le hid concenled up 
hia sleeva. Two amabs aud o gitl aged 
Li yeara were in the room at the time, and 
on peoing the revolver they rushed forward 
to protect the woman whe the buy fired, 
shooting oueof the amalbin the chest, the 
bullet entering vue of her Junge ; it is aup- 
posed that this woman then opened tio 
window aod was about tujump out, when 
Tsay Ah-bong fired again, the bullet shatter- 
ing her arm, und she fell or jumped out of 
the window info the road, ‘Che amnh mut 
have been sttumpting te follow her when 
Tsao Ah-bong fired a third shot. which struck 
hor in the bak, entered her heart, and she 
fell backwards acurpse. Not content with his 
diabolical work the murdorer fired another 
shot which struck the little girl in the chest 
inflicting what is fea'ed will prove a morta) 
wound. Alow his inteuded victim wacapud 
is & mystery which she herae}f, cannot es, 
plain, nor can she explain when or how tie 
murderer made his exit from the roum asit 
was fullof smoke, The tivat intimation the 
police had fthe cccurrence was at 8 min- 
utes to 7 o'clock, when Mr Dzonk reported 
at the Central Station that bo was passing 
along the, Honan Rvad about 6,30 p.m, 
when 4 wumsa jumped from the tup ators 
window of a Chinese hans and neurly fell 
on tup of hin; he lookedup and saw Ah. 
chan preparing to jump out of the anmo 
window, When sho atv him she criad, 
‘fire,’ and by told bar nutto jump out as 
she would kill herself if ahe did so; think- 
ing the houa: waa'on fre, he burst open the 
door and rusled upstuirs, On entering the 
top-rovin he saw # woynano lying on the Jur 
uear the window and a lille yirl lying on 
a sofa, both blecding profusely ; seeing 
that a murder had been conmitted, ho 
hastened to the Station to give informa- 
tion. Inspestur Howard and Detective 
Keeling prosseded at once to the acene of 
the tragedy, and on the say met Captain 
MeEuen, who a-companied, tham. On 


arriving at tha house they found the worm’ 


who had jumped out of the window 
lying jn the pad ard appsrontly dying, asd 
entering the top-room they found the girl 
ou the sofa aud the dead woman lying on 
her back with her feet towards the window, 
Detective Kreling carried the girl dowu- 
stairs and had her and the injured woman 
taken immodiately to the Shantung Rod 
Hospital, As an imatunc af the abject 
foar, or inhumanity, of lhe Chinese lower 
clasa we may mention that when the girl wes 
brought dowa not one of the larga oumber 
of natives’ who had assembled outside tho 
house would volunteer to take her on dis 
kuee and convey ther tothe hospital ing

TLIENTSIN NOTES. 

Thére has been trouble this weck about 
the railway bridge which ix in courte of 
constructiun between the French Concos- 
aion and tho alt heapa. The large Hast of 
heavy juuks recently urtived from Shang- 
hai and Ningpo crowded the river bilow 
the bridge and met with » tittle detention 
in passing through owing to tho absence of 
proper regwation. The junk poople, re- 
senting tho mere presence of the bridgu, of 
course made a row, and duttered the dove. 
cotes of the railway dincturatu, who were 
induced to pay sewe blick-mail aud help 
the junka through the bride, by the aid of 
a tng, in which thero was. no difficulty 
whatever,: The work on the bridge wus at 
unea attaponded in deferonce to this clam- 
our, and subsequently orders wero issied 
to remove lhe bridge, which will aot ba an 
easy tuak. Tho railway authorities are just 
a little tuo squsezable. 

Tho bridge, it must be confessed, is be- 
ing orected in the meat awkward spot that 
could -havo been aeleced in the whole 
river, just in the middloof « sharp bend, 
the site urigially chosen for it being in 
the xtraight reach of Tzu Chu-lin, which 
wes abandoned to plense the French 
Oonsul and certain Isndownera in tho 
Frauch Qoncession. Tho difficuities of the 
new site are aggravated by the mpid 
ailting up of the river along the right bank, 
caused by the bunding and piling opera. 
tiona of some of the foreign landowners 
afuresaid. It isin the Peiho os it was iu 
early days in Shanghai: overybody docs 
what he likes with th. tivar, aod thorn is 
no controlling authority to regulate the 
fancies of individual owners.

_ ._We reproduce from the Sandard of 18th 
* March, received by the German maul, the 
report of the debate in the French Chanm- 
ber with regard to the acousationa made 
against M, Constans, ‘The debate gives a 
goodinsight into tho proacnt critical state 
‘of aihirs in Franco and shows the fierce 
tempir which animatea the partics, It 
also throws some light on the charges of 
corruption which have been brought against 
,the Republican leaders and which have 
ono so much to shake the republic :-— 


Paris, 1th March.-—M. Laguerre yester- 
day brought under the notic of the Cham- 
eracase now undor trialnt Nancy, from 
which he endeavoured to show that seven 
yoarsago Mr Conatans hd, for a pecuniary 
eofaideration, consented tolend his name 
to abogusa Insurance Company, and that 
when the undertaking fell through he 
showed great reluctance in returning the 
money he had reeoived. _Thia-led to a vio- 
lent explosion of Purty feeling. 


Presidunt Méline atternpied to provent 
the subject being discuued, on some
